There were 128 
ballots before there was a change. On 
the 129th ballot Butler was withdrawn 
and his five votes from Meade went to 
McKay. Then Hobbs was withdrawn 
and his four votes were divided be¬ 
tween the remaining foujr candidates. 
Following this a resolution was passed 
to drop the candidate having the few- 
number of .-votes. McKay had 
enough votes to drop any one of his op- 
nts. He decided to drop Cunning¬ 
ham ' and on that decison depended the 
the nomination of Robertson. McKay 
did it. He could have droped Robert- 
just as easily. With Cunningham 
out the vote of Marion county was in- ■ 
structed second for Robinson and he 
also got the largest part of Washing- 
It took still another turn to nom¬ 
inate Robertaon. Walker would lie the 
next man dropped and he could nomi¬ 
nate either Robertson or McKay. 
When Ohio county was called Gen. 
Sam Hill withdrew the name of Judge 
Walker and cast the vote of the county 
for Robertson. This ended the fight 
and Robertson was nominated, but he 
out by good luck and was twice in 
theifiine hole.

WORKING 
ROADS. 

Thad. Cheatham Offers Some 
Suggestions and Gives 
Some Plans. 

Polin, Kv., March 6.—Editor Sun:— 
The road commissioner is now ready to 
let the public roads out to contract¬ 
ors for the coming vear, and I would 
like to suggest that each farmer whose 
farm joins the roads to have the privi¬ 
lege to work the said road as far as his 
farm extends along it. 

I have observed that there are a num¬ 
ber of men that get the contracts for 
working the roads every year. Others 
that are interested in good roads 
denied the privilege to better their con¬ 
dition. The men whose farms lie along 
the roads usually have plenty of rock 
that they would put on the road if they 
were allowed to. This could be done 
with but little cost, as every mar 
personally interested in the improve¬ 
ment of the road that passes his own 
door or farm. 

The contractor is denied the right to 
haul the rock off of other men’s farms, 
consequently they are compelled to haul 
the metal for a long distance—some¬ 
times two or three miles. This is 
bound to be expensive. It is not the 
contractor that suffers by this mode of 
work, -but it is the road. It fails to re 
ceive its proper amount of work and 
the result is that a patch of rock here 
and there are covered double deep -with 
dirt to make a half show to the public. 
It is a shame to see money expended as 
it is upon some roads, and as long is a 
fewcon tree tore are allowed the exclusive 
privilege of working the roads they 
will' remain the rough, patched up 
things they are.

The wool on Ule 
sheep prevents the escape* of animal 
heat from the laxly to some extent, and 
these conditions of skin and fleece 
make It unnecessary to house sheep 
warmly, lu fact, sheep do lictter In 
moderate cold than when kept warm.

Tin instep support¬ 
ers are also prescribed, and. while let¬ 
ter than tbe rubber ones, they still fail 
far short of )>erfection niid are apt to 
hurt. The rubber supporters cause the 
foot to perspire, the celluloid ones are 
hard and have no spring, while the 
metal ones give many ctiusea for com¬ 
plaint. 

The very best and surest of all the 
plans for the allevlatiou of this tnoderu 
complaint is to wrap a narrow band¬ 
age with surgical precision around 
that part of the foot as soou as it be¬ 
gins to feel weak or grinds along the 
place and aches. This cloth buudage 
is the best possible support nud If per¬ 
sisted in. supplemented by high instep 
shoes, will cure even after the evil is 
done. For persons who have much 
climbing to do or much standing it is 
a wise precaution to keep the instep 
wrapped firmly, hut not too tightly. 
The comfort of this Is great, and there 
Is nothing to slip or fail of Its mission.
